SOME PUZZLES.

Which Thomas Swift Wants
to Have Solved.

To the Editor of Tus Hrk,
Osana, August 2,--Now that the
citizens and business men on the
principal thoroughfares are about to
be relieved of the dust, =3 explana-
tion of my connection with and de-
clination of the street sprinkling con-
tract is due to those most intorested.

street from Twolfth to Bixteenth, the
econtrot to expire as soon ns the water-
works were in oporation.  The coun-
oil well understood that the Douglas
street property owners exprossly re-

fusad to sign for sprinkling the cross
streets, consequently it wus not in

serted in the ndvertisement, 1 made
my bid in aceordance with that adver-
tisement nud after two woeeks' delay
it was awardod to me. 1 immediately
made proparations to do  the work,
before the contract was either written

or signed, When 1 obtained the
contract  with  bond  attached
to BT, I was  astonished
to ftind there a provision for

nprinkling the cross streets on Douglas
north and south to the alleys, and also
a proviso that Lshould receive no pay
but for days of actual sprinkling, I
did not object to the latter, but 1 pos-
itively declined to sign for the former,
I callod on Mayor Boyd und informed
him of the addition made to the con-
tract, involving an  extra outlay for
two wdditional teasms and carts Lo
sprinkle 1,700 fect of street moro than
my bid calls for, and from him I re-
cotved the consoling information, de-
liversd with cumiﬁrl’uljlu emphasis,
that if I refused to sign for the extrea
cross strects 1 could not get the con-
tract at all,

The contract drawn up by the city
attorney for e to sign, contained,
besides the provisions already men-
tion, one which, in the opinion of
good attorneys, would operate to de-:

privé me entiroly of my pay. This
provision siated that T should aceept

as my pay warrants dvawn upon this
street sprinkling fund, the ssme to be
levied und collected from property
abutting. The city did not even
guarantee to collect the fund nor state
when I could obtain the warrants,
nor pledge the credit of the city in
case of fallure in oollou?lng the nssess-
ment. Notwithstanding all  these
onerous provisions, I was determined
:i do the wur? ifb mr&:u a rummi

o prospect of o ) my pay.
